AMMAN —The Cower House of 
Parliament, which held a 45- 
minote session after it was for- 
mally reconvened by His Majesty 
King Hussein on Saturday, ree- 
lected Afcef AI Fayez as speaker. 

Mr. Fayez, foe only contender 
for the post who has been serving 
as the House speaker ever since 
parliamentary life was restored in 
January 1984. won the election 
with an easy majority of 42 votes 
out of the 55 deputies present. 
Thirteen deputies abstained. 

Hie quorum for foe Lower 
House's speakership elections is 
half of the number of all deputies 
plus one. On Saturday. Deputy 
Mohammad El Haj Abdullah was 
absent for health reasons. Four 
deputies have passed away. They 
were Tulkarem Deputy Sharif Al 
jubbaj. Hebron Deputy Ahmad 
Sidqi Al Ja’ahari. Ranmlah Dep- 
uty Issa Akel and Nablus Deputy 
Abdul Raouf Al Fans. 

Prior to and during foe election 
of Mr. Fayez. Abdullah Kleib Al 
Shraidah. foe oldest deputy, pre-

sided over foe session in line with 
foe House's tradition. Despite the 
obvious signs of old age which aff- 
ected the darity of his speech, Mr. 
Shraidah. dressed in a traditional 
Jordanian costume, managed to 
control foe elections. 

House Secretary-General Hani 
Kheir. at the outset of foe election, 
nominated three deputies to form 
■the House Election Committee 
entrusted with supervising foe sec- 
ret balloting. The elected deputies 
were Farah Abu Jaber. Abdul- 
Baqi Gammo and Ribhi Mustafa. 


Syria asks Gemayel 
to okay militia pact 


BEIRUT (Agencies) — Syria on 
Saturday asked Lebanese Pre- 
sident Amin Gemayel to endorse* 
a draft peace pact agreed by war- . 
ring Lebanese militias and drew 
influential Sunni Muslims into a 
quickening drive to end the 10- 
year-old drvil war. 

Syrian General Mohammad A I 
Khali handed Mr. Gemayel a copy 
of the draft aocord and a message 
from Syrian President Hafez Al 
Assad during two hours of talks in 
Beirut.. - 

“The agreement is expected to 
be the beginning of foe end of this 
tragic crisis,** Mr. Kholi told rep- 
orters after foe talks. “3 believe 
things are going smoothly.*' 

He said he had briefed Mr. 
Gemayel on foe contents of foe 
pact, drafted in Syrian-hosted 
talks last month by three major 
militias. 

Mr. Gemayel has hitherto been 
left out of foe peace process, 
which, has aroused concern in 
some sectors of the- Christian 
community . including the Falange . 
Party founded by his father. 

Contents of foe pact are secret, 
hut political sources say k tobM- 
graduaHy end foe sectarian pol- 
itical system which has favoured 
the Christian community since 
independence in 1943. 

Mr. Gemayel had made no obs- 
ervations “so far” on foe draft , 
document Gen. Kholi said, add- 


ing that the document would be 
signed by the three militias in the 
next few days. 

Political sources have said it 
might be signed on Sunday. 

‘ Prime Minister Rashid Karami 
and two former prime ministers — 
serving Education Minister Sal- 
eem A I Hoss and Labour Minister 
Rashid Soft — meanwhile dis- 
cussed the draft plan in Damascus 
with Syrian Vice-President Abdul 
Halim Khaddam. It was foe first 
official involvement in the peace 
effort by Lebanon's Sunni Muslim 
leadership, which does not have a 
powerful militia. 

“We are working with all con- 
cerned to reach an agreed for- 
mula. We hope we are now app- 
roaching an end to foe Lebanese 
crisis." Mr. Karami told reporters 
on arrival in Damascus. 

Beirut s independent An Nahar 
newspaper said Mr. Assad's mes- 
sage to Mr. Gemayel would ask 
him to “define an official attitude 
towards foe draft agreement pre-

Shultz 

heads for 
Moscow 

WASHINGTON ( R) - US. Sec- 
retary of State George Shultz hea- 
ded for Moscow on Saturday for 
talks with Soviet leader Mikhail 
Gorbachev, continuing intensive 
preparations for foe superpower 
summit in 17 days. 

Mr. Shultz, who arrives in foe 
Soviet capital on Monday after a 
stopover in Helsinki, met Mr. 
Gorbachev briefly once before, at 
the funeral last March of foe Sov- 
iet leader’s predecessor. Kon- 
stantin Chernenko. 

His mission comes amid a flurry 
of arms control moves by Was- 
hington and Moscow as both sides 
manoeuvre to enhance their pub- 
lic standing before the November 
19-20 Geneva meeting between 
President Reagan and Mr. Gor- 
bachev. 

Mr. Shultz’s trip is only his sec- 
.ond to Moscow since becoming 
secretary of state in July 1.982.

Mideast included in Geneva 
summit agenda, Arafat says 


ABU DHABI (Agencies) - Pal- 
estine Liberation Organisation 
, (PLO) Chairman Yasser Arafat 
said on Saturday foe Soviet Union 
had placed the Palestinian issue on 
foe agenda of the Uii.-Soviet 
summit meeting in Geneva later 
this month. 

Mr. Arafat told a news con- 
ference: “Our information is that 
our Soviet friends have put the 
Palestine question oq foe age- 
nda.” He said he did not know 
whether U.S. President Ronald 
Reagan and Soviet leader Mikhail 
Gorbachev would try to agree on a 
solution or merely exchange 
views. 

Mr. Arafat who arrived Friday 
night from Saudi Arabia on a tour 
of Arab and Islamic states, talked 
with United Arab Emirates Pre- 
sident Sheikh Zayed Ibn Sultan Al 
Nabayan on Saturday. 

He said foe goal of his tour was 
to consolidate Arab unity and gat- 
her support for an Arab summit. 
“We round in all countries we 
have visited a determination to 


hold a summit at the earliest pos- 
sible time,” he said. 

Diplomats in foe region said on 
Friday a summit planned for this 
month in Riyadh had apparently 
been postponed due to persistent 
political rifts. 

Mr. Arafat reiterated an earlier 
call on Arab trade unions to boy- 
cott American planes, ships and 
goods in protest against what he 
said was U.S. complicity in foe 
Oct. 1 Israeli raid on foe PLO 
headquarters in Tunis. 

He said recentstrain in relations 
between the PLO and Jordan over 
cancelled joint talks with Britain 
on the Palestine issue had now 
been overcome. 

Britain cancelled foe scheduled 
talks last month saying foe PLO 
delegates had refused to sign a 
pledge accepting Israel’s right to 
exist. 

“We have overcome this mat-' 
ter.” Mr. Arafat said, “after rev- 
iewing and benefiting from past 
lessons, to make a fresh start in foe 
Jordanian-Palesiiniari effort** 


Mr. Arafat also said he has been 
assured by Jordanian officials of 
their adherence ro foe solution of 
the Middle East problem through- 
an international peace con- 
ference. 

The PLO chairman said that in 
his talks in Amman, the Jordanian 
leadership had “affirmed they are 
committed to the resolutions of 
foe Arab summit conference held 
in Casablanca, calling for the int- 
ernational conference.” 

Mr. Arafat who was holding 
the press conference at Sheikh 
Zayed* 5 palace, attacked foe Uni- 
ted States as foe "real enemy of 
foe Palestinian people” and said it 
was “involved in foe Arab-lsraeli 
struggle in favour of Israel." 

He cited "resemblance between 
(U.S. President Ronald) Reagan's 
involvement in the Middle East 
and (the late U.S. President) Joh- 
nson's in Vietnam.” ' 

On relations with Egypt. Mr. 
Arafat said recent events — inc- 
luding foe U.S. hijacking of an

The 30-memher Senate is app- 
ointed by foe King through a 
Royal Decree and the speaker is 
also appointed by a Royal Decree 
for a two-year term. Mr. LawzTs 
speakership ends on Jan. 7, 1 985. 

During Saturday’s session, the 
senators also observed a minute of 
silence over the death of former 
Senator Abdul Mune’em AI Rifai 
and they appointed Senate mem- 
ber Abdul Rahman Khalifah as 
second deputy speaker. 

The Senate also appointed Mr.

Marginal land influenced early 
occupation, settlements in Wadi Is al

ht the second article of a two-partscries on the activities at Wadi Isal in 
different periods, die Romm and Byzahdne remains and timr sig- 
nificance are discussed. The first part of the article appeared in Sat- 
urday's issue of the Jordan Times. ■ 


JORDAN VALLEY. — During 1 
Ate Nabataean/Roman period, the 
Wadi Isal does not appear to have 
been heavily used, for only two of 
the 43. sites with Roman pottery' 
have a predominance of such pot-, 
tery. 

Only two of the Roman sites 
had architectural remains, inc- 
luding a large (12 x 13 metres) 
square structure within which was 
built a smaller square well or ds-' 
tern- The on-metre- thick: walls 
consist of a double row of dry-laid 
stones dressed only on their ext- 
erior face, with a rubble fin-in the 
centre. This seems to have been a 
predominantly Byzantine site, but 
also yielded substantial Roman 
and Nabataean pottery. - 

At least 12 sites had typical 
Nabataean pottery, though no- 
'Nabataean period structures' 
could be clearly identified. The 
overlap between Roman and 
Nabataean pottery traits makes it 
difficult to draw a sharp dis- 
tinction between the two, and Dr. 
Jacobs suggests that her con- 
servative pottery reading may 
mean that there are. in fact, more 
than just 12 Nabataean sites in the 
survey area. 

Dr. Jacobs calculated the ave- 
rage distance of the Roman sites 
from the road, to try to ascertain 
the date of the road and whether 
its route, influenced settlement 
patterns on die south ridge, of the 
wadi. Her calculations suggested 
that the Late Roman sites (with a 
mean distance from the road of 
220 metres) were more directly 
related to the road than the Nab- 
ataean or Early Roman sites. 

The Late Roman sites are clu- 
stered around the road at its eas- 
tern and middle sections, and in 
the valley floor. 

The Wadi Isal. like much of the 
rest of Jordan, was most ext- 
ensively used during the Byz- 
antine period. Sixty-nine sites 
produced Byzantine pottery, and 
most also had a good deal of flint 
flakes, but few tools or blades, 
adding to the evidence that most 
sites were used transiently. 

The majority (63) were used in 
the late Byzantine period, while 
40 also had Early Byzantine 
wares. JFbur standing buildings 
were found on Early Byzantine 
sites. Construction techniques 
were similar to- thee Roman-per- 
iod, with large, rough-cut stones 
dry-laid on double rows with a 
rubble core. 

Standing remains included str- 
uctures that seem to have served 
as cisterns, houses, courtyards, 
animal pens, water catchment dev- 
jees or animal troughs. 

One Early Byzantine structure 
in the Ghor Isal, where die wadi 
readies the valley floor, is a large 


the survey area are thought to be 
tombs. They are typically circles of 
large stones some 5-6 metres in 
djametre, though variations inc- 
luded five two-chambered tombs 
with a dividing wall, circles with 
two large stones standing on end 
feeing each other in die centre, a 
mound of stones filling the interior 
of the circle, a rectangular str- 
ucture within the aide, and sim- 
ple, coffin-shaped rectangular str- 
uctures without a surrounding cir- 
cle of stones. 

The dating of these “tombs” is 
virtually impossible without exc- 
avating, for few sherds were ass- 
ociated with them. Dr. Jacobs 
leans towards dating them from 
the Byzantine period. 

She concludes: “Geariy, the 
Wadi Isal has always been a mar- 
ginal occupation zone,” inhabited 
only when the density of pop- 
ulation in other, more desirable 
parts of Jordan/Palestine became 
too great 

The area does not have enough 
water to support a large per- 
manent population, and the top- 
soil is inadequate for serious far- 
ming. 

In the Byzantine period, pop- 
ulation pressures in other parts of 
die country forced die people to 
move into such marginal areas, 
where they constructed a few bui- 
ldings and some water systems. 

Though the Wadi Isal provided 
a relatively comfortable com- 
munication route between the val- 
ley and the plateau. Dr. Jacobs 
says that “die limitations pre- 
sorted by lack of water and ade- 
quate topsoil were apparently not 
compensated for by hs relative 
ease of access.” She adds: “This is 
still true today.”' 

The Wadi Isal is virtually des- 
erted today, with only the occ- 
asional bedouin encampment 
towards its east end. ana some 
tents that die villagers of Kat- 
hrabba use in summer. The south 
ridge of die Wadi Isal, though 
never densely occupied in ant- 
iquity, is even less heavily used 
today than it was thousands of 
years ago. 

Rainfed fa rming 

The Kathrabba papulation, at 
the east end of die wadi, relies on 
the water of nearby springs and 
annual rainfall to grow wheat, 
chick peas, lentils, barley, melons,

•' With annual rainfall of between 
200-300 mm. per, year, rainfed 
fanning is possible but erratic, so 
rainfed cultivation of cereals and 
vegetables is supplemented by 
channeling spring waters to irr- 
igate groves of olive trees near the. 
village. Some of the ancient water 
works are still used by the bed- 
ouins today, particularly small 
water catchment systems of rock- 
cut channels to direct runoff water 
into natural or man-made basins. 


(12-5 x 7 metres) building located 
just four metres from the ancient 
ioad. on a . promontory ove- 
rlooking the valley floor, the wadi 
and die toad itself in both dir- 
ections- Tbe siting of die building 
next to the road may mean it was a 
customs or toil station, orperfapas 
it served a defensive role as a wait- •

Another large (22 x 12 metres) 
Early Byzantine structure in the 
Ghor Isal consists of a series of 
80-eentiznetre-tiii^ 
stepping down a small hilL The 
site’s position suggests it was a 
watch tower, but could have beat 
related to the road that once may 
have passed near it 

Late Byzantine building rem- 
ains include a three-room str- 
.ucture on a small promontory only 
ten metres a bows the warn bed 
(with a cluster of robbed tombs 30 
metres to the south). 

Another site has a 14 x 11- 
metre one-room “house** built of 
a single row of uncut field stones. 
Ttoo five-metre-tfiametre circular 
structures 80 metres to ils north- 
east may have been animal pens. 

In the Ghor Isal is another Late 
Byzantine structure that Glueck 
called a “birkeh” (pool). This is a 
35-metre square structure at the 
mouth of die wadi, fed by a water 
chann el from the wadi itself. Its 
walls are 7JS metres thick and still 
stand to over three metres high. It 
is used today as a garden space, 
though the ancient water channel 
from the wadi has fallen out of use. 

Dr. Jacobs believes that the 
dose association of the one 
Byzantine site (the possible “cus- 
toms post”) with the road in the 
Ghor jsaLmd the total absence of 
any Roman milestones in the sur- 
vey area, indicate the road was- 
probably baht at the end of the 
Roman or the beginning of the 
Byzantine period, perhaps in the 
early 4th Century AJD. 

There were no early Islamic 
(Umayyad/Abbasid) sites ide- 
ntified in the survey area, though 
ten sites had Mamluke pottery 
from the 13th-16th Centuries 
A.D. Only one of the rites had a 
substantial Mamluke occupation 
(yet die north ridge of the Wadi 


settlements). 

The single large Mamluke site is 
a 90 x 30-metre mound located 
(Erectly on the alluvial fan. where 
the wadi opens into the Ghor Isal. 
Besides pottery, other Mamluke 
artifacts included a coin dated to 
the reign of “Eng Nasr Moh- 
ammad!” probably the I6th Cen- 
tury A.D. monarch, a camelian 
bead ami over 50 fragments of 
glass. ■

Dr. Nuseibeh added that it is 
time that Arab states mobilised 
their joint resources to counter the 
challenges facing them as a result 
of die Israeli occupation of Arab 
territories, the Israeli expansionist 
policies and the Iran-Iraq war. 

The GCC states will open their, 
sixth conference in the Omani cap- 
ital of Muscat today during which 
they will rikcuos issues pertaining 
to die Palestine question and the- 
Iran-Iraq war.

On the conference's agenda are 
issues on defence strategies for the 
GCC states and the rec- 
onsideration of a joint security 
agreement which has not so far 
been concluded because of res- 
ervations expressed by some Gulf 
states. A proposal for issuing a 
unified Gulf passport for all cit- 
izens in the Gulf states w3l also be 
discussed thoroughly, in pre- 
paration for referring it to min- 
isters of interiors in those states to 
put it into force in 1 987.

The conference, 
held in Idaho, dealt with U.S.- 
■Arab trade and investment It 
brought together businessmen, 
government officials, and trade 
specialists from the Middle East 
and the United States, particularly 
the northwest and mountain sta- 
tes. 

Tbe National Council, a Was- 
hington D.C.-based non-profit 
organisation, which encourages 
better relations between the Uni- 
ted States and the Arab World 
through educational programmes 
and conferences, worked closely 
with Idaho government officials to 
ensure the project’s success. 

The National Council on 
U.S.-Arab Relations is the spo- 
nsor of the entire project and the 
visit, with support in each Arab 
country from various ministries, 
business organisations and U.S. 
government representatives.

IN HIS address to the new session of Parliament yesterday, His 
Majesty King Hussein underlined a number of issues which 
have been at the centre of Jordan's domestic and foreign pol- 
icies under his wise leadership.

Arab neighbours. With this statement. Washington has thus made it 
clear that it does not want the superpower summit to discuss the idea 
of an international conference that would bring about peace and 
stability to the Middle East. Such a position represents a stumbling 
bloc in the path of peace and demonstrates the negative stand of the 
U.S. towards this region. W ith this statement, the U.S. is dearly 
opposing any role for the United Nations and refuses its resolutions 
concerning the establishment of peace, and the end of Israeli occ- 
upation ot Arab territory. It should be emphasised that the neg- 
otiations are not an objective but a means for arriving at a settlement 
We want to arrive at a solution, but with the participation of all 
concerned parties including the PLO. and through negotiations at an 
international conference not through direct negotiations with the 
enemy which continues to occupy our land.

THE SIXTH Gulf summit which opens Sunday convenes at a critical 
moment in the history' of the A rab nation and'eomes at a time when 
rhe Arabs are struggling against external enemies launching agg- 
ression on this nation.

Coming only a few weeks before <r scheduled Arab summit, this 
meeting in Muscat will offer the leaders of the Gulf states a very good 
opportunity to make preparations and studies to help the Arab 
summit arrive at positive results, tn fact decisions taken by these Gulf 
leaders are instrumental for holding the Arab summit in Riyadh.

Sunday’s Economic Pulse

Undeserved priority accorded to manufacturing sector

ACCORDING to theNatkmal 
Accounts for 1983. the value of 
the gross output in the man- 
ufacturing sector in Jordan was 
JD 751.8 million. The value 
added contributed by this sec- 
tor readied only JD 209.5 mil- 
lion. 

The value added thus for- 
med less than 28 per cent of the 
cost of the manufactured pro- 
ducts. The balance being abs- 
orbed by intermediate items, 
most of which are imported inc- 
luding raw materials, energy, 
and machinery. 

The above aggregate cal- 
culations suggest that the total 
wages and salaries paid to lab- 
our and staff, the rents paid to 
landlords, the interest paid to 
banks, and profits disbursed to 
shareholders or reinvested in 
companies were not more than 
28 per cent of the value of all 
commodities manufactured in 
Jordan. 

This ratio is a simple wei- 
ghted avarage. It does not nec- 
essarily apply to all man- 
ufacturing industries. Some 


industries do have abigher rate 
of value added. By the same 
token, other industries have a 
lower ratio of value added. Y et 
other industries have a neg- 
ative value added, when their 
losses are greater than the total 
wages, rents, and interest paid 
to local creditors. This fact is 
extremely important from two 
points: 

Hist: Manufacturing ind- 
ustry does not deserve die pri- 
ority accorded, through the 
past 15 years. Such unearned 
and undeserved priority was 
generously stressed by our 
economic planners who don’t 
believe in services, and are det- 
ermined to direct more res- 
ources to the commodity sec- 
tor. 

This deadly misconception 
was committed by all our dev- 
elopment plans so far. It is 
worth noting that the planners 
are almost the same group app- 
lying the same convictions. 

.Second: The humble per- 
centage of value added in the 
manufacturing industry (alm- 


ost half the percentage in die 
gross national product as a 
whole) weaken the economic 
justification of the exaggerated 
protection granted to this sec- 
tor. If the protection of local 

products in die form of import 
duty was only 28 per cent that 
would be -enough to protect 
local elements of the pro- 
duction by 1 00 per cent Every 
percentage in excess of 28 per 
cent constitutes a protection to 
imports made by the industry. 

It is also noteworthy that the 
value added in the sector of 
manufacturing is the lowest 
among all economic sectors in 
Jordan, followed by con- 
struction. electricity, transport 
and communication. 

Directing the limited res- 
ources in an artificial way to 
investments with lower returns 
is in my op inion one of the most 
damaging mistakes in our eoo- 
rKJinicpolicy in Jordan since we 
started economic planning 
based on the heavy outlays of 
the public sector. 

The prejudice against ser- 


vices and favouritism towards 
the commodity sktor in all our 
development plans are obv- 
ious. In each plan die com- 
modity sector grabbed the 
lion’s share of die investments. 
Ia each time the share of com- 
modity production in the gross 
national product retreated, or 
at least failed to advance as 
aimed by the planners in res- 
ponse to the huge investments 
in this sector. 

In 1983. the value added in 
the commodity sector (agr- 
iculture. industry, electricity 
and construction) reached JD 
513.4 million or 38.6 per cent 
of the total gross domestic pro- 
duct at factor oosL The balance 
came from services. 

The national accounts ind- 
icated that the gross output in 
the commodity sector reached 
JD 1,410 million. The value 
added in this sector is thus in 
the order of 36.4 per cent cmfy.' 
This ‘is due to the extensive 
dependence on imports in die 
form of raw materials, spare 


parts, equipment and energy. 

The services sector, on die 
other band, contributed 612 
per cent of die gross national 
product at factor cost despite 
the determination of the pla- 
nners to reduce its share. The 
value added in services formal 
68.2 per cent. of die gross out- 
put. 

Obviously, Jordan enjoys a 
comparative advantage in pro- 
ducing services. The share of 
local production factors is alm- 
ost double that in commodities. 

The defenders of the com- 
modity obsession may raise 
objections to using the value 
share in die final pro- 
duct as a criteria to judge the 
feasibility of producing a given 
commodity or sendee. I stand 
ready to bow 10 their argument 
if they can prove that ratio of 
value added to the invested 
capital in commodities and ser- 
vices would yield a different 
result. The fact is that the eva- 
luation using value added to 
the capital employed would 


favour services even more. 

My own conclusion is that 
the actual experience should 
have led our economic- pla- 
nners to change their direction 
by t&Q degrees. The scarce faK 
andai resources, the growing 
unemployment, the setting of 
Jordan in the middle of the 
Arab World, the features and 
characteristics of the Jordanian 
economic system and its mar- 
kets call for the concentration 
of development efforts in ttte~ 
services sector. No new man- 
ufacturing industries should be 
established unless they can 
pass the test of economic and' 
financial feasibility, and attract - 
the private sector for financing- 
and management. . _ : 

One last foot note: We have' 
to state that the agricultural 
production in particular stands 
out from among all otter 
commodity sectors, for its high 
value added. (70 per cent) 
which is the highest among all 
sectors, commodities and ser- 
vices alike. 


France’s extreme right 
wing comes of age

PARIS — “Immigration is the 
number one problemi facing our 
country." Jean-Marie le Pen told 
some 90.000 cheering supporters 
at a rightwing National Front 
Party jamboree this month. 

Representing a wide spectrum 
of society — lawyers, farmers, tra- 
desmen. students — the sup- 
porters came from all over France 
to pay homage to (e Pen. und- 
isputed 57-year-old leader of the 
country’s fastest-growing political 
party. 

The two-day annual rally was 
held at le Bourget airfield. 

A former paratrooper, dissident 
Roman Catholic and devout Nat- 
ionalist. le Pen has led the party 
out of a decade of political obs- 
curity and turned it into a major 
force that is wreaking havoc on the 
French political scene. 

Once viewed as a lunatic fringe 
of radical royalists, military fan- 
atics and arch anti-Communists. 
the National Front since 1983 has 
shown it' is capable of mustering 
over 10 per cent of French voters 
on a platform largely based on 
keeping France for the French: 
The Front’s campaign against 
foreign workers has prompted 
accusations of racialism against 
the party from the left and from 
members of the conservative opp- 
osition. . 

So too have his claims that the 
foreigners cost France 108 billion 
francs (over $10 billion) in social 
welfare in recent years, a figure 
officials say is exaggerated by at 
least five times but which his sup- 
porters accept as gospel truth. 

Jacques Chirac, the leader of 
France's largest opposition party, 
the neo-GauIlist RPR, said last 
j Sunday he would refuse to take 
part in any government coalition 
that included extreme rig- 
htwingers. 

In his speech at the jamboree, le 
Pen said that to send the for- 
eigners packing would resolve 
unemployment, end crime, and. 
most important, resurrect a nat- 


ion otherwise doomed to des- 
' traction. 

Controversy over le Pen’s per- 
sonal and political attitudes has 
forced conservative parties after 
months of hesitation to mark their 
distances from the burly, blond 
rightwinger. 

But his supporters are bent on 
winning the party’s first seats 
when national elections take place 
next March. 

For them, the party's move onto 
the parliamentary scene is vital to 
the destiny of France. Floating 
alongside thousands of French 
flags at the jamboree were ban- 
ners proclaiming “the return of 
France" and slogans reading 
“ juick. Le Pen.” 

A 25-year-old student said: “Le 
Pen has given us a new belief in 
France. He has revived the tra- 
ditional values of work, religion 
and the family. He has restored 
national ideals and morality, and 
is against the idea of a classless 
society. He knows elites are nec- 
essary." 

Every personal appearance of 
the man they regard as a saviour 
brought void scenes of joy and del- 
irious flag-waving. 

When not there in person, le 
Pen beamed from posters and 
beckoned from T-shirts. He blo- 
ssomed on bookcovers and plates 
and lent his name to new brands of 
watches and perfume. 

The rally attracted clean-cut 
wealthy university students as well 
as jobless leather- jacketed punks. 

There were militant anti- 
abortionists with their toddlers in 
tow and embittered ex-settlers of 
France's former African colonies 
canvassing against Socialist gov- 
ernment plans to bring ind- 
ependence to New Caledonia. 

Retired army officers settled in 
to watch parachute jumps while 
fundamentalist Roman Catholics 
celebrated Sunday mass in tire 
traditional Latin style. 

But amid all this lingered the 
bitter taste of ill-feeling against 
the immigrants, officially est- 
imated at 4.6 million but said by 
Le Pen to total six of France’s 55! 
million residents. 
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Muslims threaten holy war in Philippines

COTABATO. Philippines — 
Barefoot teenagers with 
machine-guns, grenade launchers 
and assault rifles are training in 
jangle camps in the southern Phi- 
lippines for what their leaders thr- 
eaten wfll be a “Jihad” — an Isl- 
amic holy war. 

The More Islamic Liberation 
Front (MILF) says it wfll go into 
full-^cale battle if President Fer- 
dinand Marcos does not negotiate 
on more autonomy for tire south, 
home for most of the seven million 
Filipino Muslims. 

MILF guerrilla activities have 
so far been limited, with only occ- 
asional clashes with troops. 

But as a Communist insurgency 
already stretches the gov- 
ernment's military resources acr- 
oss the country, MILF leaders say 
at their camps on Mindanao Island 
that (hey are ready to rekindle an 
Islamic rebellion which they est- 
imate cost 300.000 lives in the 
1970s. 


“ We are preparing for a Jihad." 
the commander-in-chief of the 
Bangsa Moro (Moro nation) Isl- 
amic army, AJHaj. Murad, said at 
his camp in Maguindanao pro- 
vince. 

“ We do not want political ref- 
orms but an autonomous Islamic 
government in the southern Phi- 
lippines." . 

At another MILF base, gue- 
rrilla leader Guinn -Naem Pel- 
angking. known as “Chairman 
Maestro." said Marcos had failed 
to fulfil the 1976 pact signed in 
Libya that ended the Muslim reb- 
ellion — a charge denied by the 
government. 

PeJangJring said: “Moro people 
wfll go to war after 1985 because 
Marcos has not complied with the 
agreement.” 

Most Filipinos were converted 
to Roman Catholicism under 300 
years of Spanish colonial rule. But 
Muslims — Moro is Spanish for 
“Moor” — held out in the south.

Guatemalan rebels step up 
fight ahead of elections

GUATEMALA CITY — Out- 
gunned and outnumbered. left- 
wing guerrillas in Guatemala have 
stepped up their fight against the 
army in advance of elections for a 
civilian president after decades of 
stern military rule. 

Government supporters hope 
the elections, on November 3 with 
a probable second round five days 
later, will bring greater assistance 
from the United States and help 
repair Guatemala's image as one 
of the world’s worst human rights 
violators. 

Diplomats and Guatemalan off- 
icials say the rebels have been 
using heavier weapons, larger 
units and greater firepower over 
the past few months in operations 
apparently designed to refute 
government claims that their ins- 
urgency is beaten. 

Ambushes and hit-and-run 
raids on the 40.000-strong army 
are becoming more and more fre- 
quent. 

“Three years ago it looked as if 
the army was on the verge of wip- 
ing out the guerrillas but they ret- 
reated. regrouped and ree-, 
merged." said a senior Western 
diplomat. , 

"Today they seem almost 
cocky, acting as bold as brass in 
some areas.” 

Guerrilla strength is estimated 
at between 1,500 and 2.500 men. 


a number Western military exp- 
erts say is too small to pose a gen- 
uine threat to the armed forces, 
considered the toughest and best- 
trained in Central America. 

But rebel attacks have forced 
the military government here to 
more than double the size of the 
armed forces over the past four 
years, draining resources from the 
frail, commodity -based economy, 
and scaring away the foreign tou- 
rists who once provided, an imp- 
ortant source of revenue. 

The problem has attracted less 
attention than conflicts in nei- 
ghbouring 'El Salvador and the 
war between U.S .-sponsored reb- 
els and the left-wing government 
of Nicaragua. 

But with almost eight rail lion 
people. Guatemala is by far the 
most populous of Central Ame- 
rica’s republics. It is the dominant 
regional economy and may well 
eventually find ofl deposits linked 
to those nearby in southern Mex- 
ico. 

In one of their most spectacular 
actions this year, a rebel force of 
about 150 guerrillas stormed a 
military command post near the 
village of El Tumbador on Oct- 
ober 12 after blasting the area 
with heavy rocket and mortar fire. 

It was one of their largest ass- 
ault forces since early 1982 when 
rebel activity was at its height. The 
insurgents claimed to have killed 
15 soldiers. 


Ten days before the El Tum- 
bador attack, a smaller force sei- 
zed Tikal — the country’s out- 
standing Maya Indian arc- 
haeological site — and lectured 
dozens of startled foreign tourists 
on the rebel cause. 

In other rebel action ahead of 
the elections. Norway’s honorary 
consul Norman Lind and three 
other people died when their light 
aircraft was blown to pieces by a 
claymore mine placed on the air- 
strip °f a large, southwestern cof- 
fee estate. 

“The subversives wfll do eve- 
rything possible to disrupt the ele- 
ctoral process because they do not 
want a popularly-elected dem- 
ocratic government.’' Gua- 
temalan head of state General 
Oscar Humberto Mejia Victores 
told reporters here. 

Mejia Victores is the latest in a 
succession of military rulers who 
have held absolute power for two 
decades. 

The four rebel groups under the 
banner of the Guatemalan Nat- 
ional Revolutionary Unity 
(UKNG) have announced no spe- 
cific plans to disrupt the vote as 
did left-wing guerrillas is El Sal- 
vador last year. But they say the 
elections wfll result in little more 
than a civilian facade for the mil- 
itary. i 

Diplomatic sources said there is 
a widespread feeling that no civ- 
ilian government in Guatemala 
could ever take measures that 


might displease the military. 

Some of the areas the army con- 
siders off-limits for civilians were 
spelt out recently by Colonel 
Edgar Hernandez, one of the 23 
commanders — one for each mil- 
itary zone — who effectively run 
Guatemala. 

“The new civilian government 
will have to respect the army’s hie- 
rarchy and the internal laws that 
govern all the (armed) ins- 
titution’s actions." he said in a 
Speech, 

“The army also expects die civ- 
ilian government will respect the 
military plans against sub- 
version.”' 

In other words, said one Latin 
American diplomat, no civilian 
should dare make army app- 
ointments or interfere with the 
war — a contradiction to the cou- 
ntry's new constitution completed 
earlier this year, which says the 
president is commaoder-rn-ehief 
of the armed forces. 

Modem army dominance in 
Guatemala began in 1954 with a 
coup engineered by the US. Cen- 
tral Intelligence Agency (QA) 
which toppled the freely-elected 
imment of Jacobo Arfrenz, a 
itist who incurred Washington’s 
wrath with land reform moves 
which harmed U.S. interests. 

Subsequent army violations of 
human rights, historians say, led 
directly to the emergence of a gue- 
rrilla force which fired its first 
shots in 1961. 


by Middle Eastern countries 
where many of his men had been 
trained. 

Surrounded by aides carrying 
M-60 light machine-guns and 
A K-47 assault rifles, he said: “We 
are now ready for any con- 
frontation with the military. If 
Marcos refuses to initiate talks 
with our central committee, we 
wfll resort to violence.” 

The MILF claims to have an 
armed force of 40.000.

who took part in the negotiations 
in Libya. 

He said: “A Saudi Arabia- 
based organisation of religious 
leaders called Rabita Al Alam Al 
Islamic is trying to bring together 
the three factions and is trying to 
form a committee which will try to. 
open new walks with the Phi- 
lippines.” 

The government says it has imp- 
lemented the Tripoli agreement, 
starting with establishment of two 
autonomous regions covering 1 1 
provinces in Mindanao and the 
setting up of Islamic law (Sharia) 
courts. 

The guerrillas are not satisfied.

-Honourable members of the 
Chamber of Deputies, 

I wish from this rostrum to 
send to our stout and faithful 
people in. pur occupied territor- 
ies: in the dear West Bank, in the 
Gaza of Hashem and in eternal 
Arab Jerusalem, the focal spot of 
our hearts and dedication, greet- 
ings ' emanating from the pn> 
foundest depth; a greeting of 
solemn pride, respect and 
admiration for the proud and 
heroic steadfastness, which chal- 
lenges every day the most brutal 
and relentless occupation and col- 
onisation that contemporary his- 
tory has known . What our people 
ate enduring, in confronting all 
forms of repression, oppression, 
brutal force and deprivation 
which aim at uprooting the very 
existence of our Arab and Islamic 
heritage,, constitutes a fateful 
c h a llen ge which is not only con- 
fined to tox^eniog the vwyex- 
istonce of our noble Arab Palesti- 
nians in toer ancestral homeland - 
but also constitutes a springboard 


from which to threaten the entire 
Arab and Islamic existence across 
the vast expanse of our area of 
civilisation. It is an attempt to 
impose hegemony upon our na- 
tion, with unlimited support from 
world forces which endorse such 
aggression. 

The daily suffering of our peo- 
ple in their lives, livelihood -and 
means has readied such a magni- 
tude that it is no longer possible 
to keep silent or be indifferent to 
their plight. My Government will 
continue to shoulder its national 
responsibilities in providing 
assistance to our steadfast people 
within its limited means, as it has 
been doing since 1967. But the 
limited assistance which the 
sisterly Arab states have been 
providing through the joint 
Jordanian-Palestinian Committee 
has been dwindling in the last 
years to an extent which causes 
deep concern. This is the more 
worrying since it comes at a time 
when the occupied territories are 
facing ever-increasing and ram- 
pant unemployment, the non- 
existence of work opportunities, 
the continued confiscation of 
land, water resources and prop- 
erties and the imposition of 
Crashing taxes. ‘It has become 
incumbent dpoqusto move.in*- 
mediately with our Arab brethren 
to convene an' mgehl'meeting at a 
high level to study the situation 
from all its aspects before a catas- 
trophe befalls our people. 

Assistance to our people in the 
occupied territories, in addition 
to its humanitarian aspects which 
toe dictates of brotherhood and 
honour call for, is also linked to 
Arab national security in its en- 
tirety. Our people, though endur- 
ing hateful occupation for over 
eighteen years, constitute in their 
continued steadfastness on their 
soil the baric reality upon which 
we rely in claiming back our 
usurped rights. 

Therefore, every effort to 
maintain the steadfastness of the 
Palestinian people on its soil is 
the major pillar in the policy of 
my Government towards the 
occupied land. And it is from this 
consideration that my Govern- 
ment continues to exert its efforts 
in reviewing the procedures and 
instructions which regulate our 
links with the people there and 
their links with us here, with a 
view to their modification, in 
order to deepen those links and 
to extend assistance and other 
forms of facilities to the citizens 
and to their agricultural and in- 
dustrial produce to pass through 
the bridges. 

Within this framework, my 
Government has already initiated 
a study of the development needs 
in the occupied territories and to 
define toe fields where the re- 
tums are greater and the feasibil- 
ity stronger. These are being 
given careful study and scrutiny, 
as a prelude to the completion of 
a general plan and detailed plans 
of economic and social develop- 
ment in the occupied territories, 
in the hope that it would be put 
into execution as soon as it is 
completed and in the light of 

available resources. 

Honourable members of the 
Upper House, 

Honourable members of the 
Chamber of Deputies, 

My Government has pursued 
in tlie conduct of its international 
relations a purposeful national 
and balanced policy, inspired by 
Jordan’s long-standing position 
and attachment to Arabism and 
Islam. Its policy is also inspired 
by its open and extensive rela- 
tionship with all states in the 
community of nations and its long 
involvement and experience with 
the Arab movement and its cen- 
trality within it It is also moti- 
vated by our profound faith that 
Arab solidarity is dictated by the 
imperatives of an Arab common 
life, common interests and a com- 



mon future and destiny. It is also 
impelled by our obligations to- 
wards the Charter of the Arab 
League, the Arab Defence Trea- 
ty and toe resolutions of the Arab 
summit meetings. 

Such being our baric position, 
we consider that our major Arab 
problems are the common re- 
sponsibility of all the Arab states 
which renders it imperative that 
these efforts should be made in 
unison and coordination and 
directed towards dealing with 
these problems in a manner that 
would realise our national objec- 
tives and aspirations. 

Our faith in toe need to formu- 
late a common Arab approach 
has been augmented by what we 
are witnessing with deep sadness 
in the divirions in the ranks of the 
Arab Nation and the strife which 
had erupted amongst its various 
segments and the conflicting 
approaches in policies and 
orientations amongst the sisterly 
Arab states in matters which im- 
pinge upon toe destiny of the 
nation. This is also evident in the 
hesitation to convene scheduled 
Arab meetings whenever the 
need calls for such meetings. 

In recognition of this fact, we 
have responded to the invitation 
to attend the Emergency Arab 
Summit held in Casablanca, one 
of whose results was a call to 
mobilise the resources of the 
Arab Nation and to achieve soli- 
darity between its states and the 
setting-up of committees to work 
for reconciliation amongst the 
sisterly Arab stares. 

In pursuance of the Emergency 
Arab Summit resolutions and in 
response to the noble initiative of 
the Kingdom of Saudi Arabia, 
the Republic of Tunisia and the 
Secretary-General of the Arab 
League, meetings were held in 
Jeddah and Riyadh, at the invita- 
tion of His Royal Highness the 
Crown Prince of Saudi Arabia, 
between toe Hashemite Kingdom 
of Jordan and the Syrian Arab 
Republic at the level of the prime 
ministers of the two sisterly coun- 
tries to review the relationship 
between them in a spirit characte- 
rised by candour, fraternity and 
insistence upon putting the higher 
Arab interest above everything 
else 

It was only natural that these 
meetings should achieve a good 
start in view of the natural ties 
which exist between the two 
countries and the goodwill which 
animated, the conferees. These 
meetings will be resumed in order 
to deal with ail problems regard- 
ing which differences had existed, 


the aim being to promote all that 
is conducive to ensuring the com- 
mon interest and solidify good 
neighbourly relations. 

Our primary goal is to restore 
to this Arab Nation its vitality, its 
position of eminence, its solidar- 
ity and its weight. We are striving 
to achieve this objective by per- 
sistent effort within Arab ranks 
and by the efforts which we are 
exerting in the larger internation- 
al arena in pursuit of the interests 
of our nation and in the service of 
its just causes. 

Tlie Palestine problem has a 
centrality in our attention within 
the framework of common Arab 
efforts. In addition to being the 
core of all Arab causes, it has 
been and will continue to be for 
us in Jordan our foremost con- 
cern because it has the deepest 
roots in the hearts and minds of 
every member of our citizenry 
and lives in every home. We 
regard it as a destiny which fate 
has laid down upon us to confront 
with honour, courage and fidel- 
ity. This is because it is a case of 
aggression which we must repulse 
and a right which we must res- 
tore. 

It is for this overriding reason 
that all our efforts and moves, 
including our joint efforts with 
the Palestine Liberation Orga- 
nisation, are aimed at shaking up 
the existing status quo which has 
been di ggin g deeper and deeper 
within a situation of no-war, no- 
peace. We have striven and will 
continue to strive to focus atten- 
tion and throw light on the princi- 
ples upon which it would be 
possible to establish peace in the 
Middle East. Our efforts and 
moves have beea a link in the 
chain of the common Arab effort 
and one of its avenues. 

It has been a dynamic and 
effective thrust based on toe solid 
foundation which had been ar- 
ticulated at the Fez Summit. 

We shall continue to shoulder 
our national responsibility to- 
wards this sacred cause and bear 
our responsibilities and duties to- 
wards the restoration of a jost 
and comprehensive peace in the 
Middle East on the basis of inter- 
national legitimacy and the Un- 
ited Nations resolutions pertain- 
ing to the question of Palestine 
and the crises of the Middle East 
and within the framework of an 
internatioinaJ conference to be 
attended by all parties involved in 
the conflict. 

It is our considered opinion 
that without recourse to this 
method, there will be no peace, 
and without it the Middle East 


region will remain in permanent 
turmoil and permanent tension, 
which threaten stability in the 
region as well as world peace. 
History will not record, under 
any circumstances, that we have 
succumbed to toe obduracy of' 
Israel or to the policy of the status 
quo which it is pursuing or that 
we have surrendered our legiti- 
mate rights. 

Our persistent ' and continued 
efforts, based on Arab solidarity 
and endorsed by our close and 
distinctive foreign relations with 
all states, are capable of bringing 
us to the shores of success and 
security. 

I have presented the Palestine 
cause at the United Nations on 
the occasion of Its fortieth 
anniversary celebrations, in the 
presence of the great number of 
world leaders and statesmen. I 
have put the United Nations be- 
fore its responsibilities regarding 
the Palestine problem which had 
arisen in the bosom of the Un- 
ited Nations and co-existed with 
it ever since and has become 
today the crises of toe Middle 
East. I felt toe deep impact which 
my presentation had made and 
toe positive response which my 
call for a jost peace had brought 
about. . 

■ .If we are making sincere efforts 
in charting toe way to peace, it is 
because, in addition to toe call of 
conscience, we feel a deep sense 
of responsibility before God, be- 
fore toe people and before his-, 
tory. Our aim in all these efforts 
is to deliver our people from toe 
yoke of occupation, to restore toe 
usurped Arab land and toe rede- 
mption of toe legitimate Arab ' 
and Palestinian rights. Our 
efforts are a part of toe collective 
Arab efforts. They will be streng- 
thened by united and collective 
Arab efforts and weakened if 
they should divide ranks. 

Honourable members of the

Honourable members of the 
Chamber of Deputies, 

The continuation of the Iranian 
aggression against sisterly Iraq 
will continue to be a source of 
concern to us as well as a pro- 
found national agony. We have 
stood since the outset of this 
conflict at toe side of our 
brethren in Iraq who have shown 
an outstanding example in brav- 
ery, cohesion and sacrifice in toe 
just defence of its land and its 
people. 

It is regrettable that toe persis- 
tent international Arab and Isla- 
mic efforts to dissuade Iran from 
toe course of war and to accept 
peace by peaceful negotiations 
between two neighbourly Muslim 
states have so far been to no 
avail. 

It is imperative that these 
efforts should continue to con- 
vince Iran that toe path of peace 
between two states sharing toe 
same religion, long historical ties 
and a common civilisation is the 
only road to resolving toe conflict 
between them. We shall continue 
to stand by sisterly Iraq and to 
support its right to defend itself 
and its people and its call for a 
peaceful resolution of the con- 
flict. 

Gentlemen, 

As for dear Lebanon, deep 
pain grinds our hearts because of 
the tragedies and catas trophies 
which occur every day on its soil- 
and at the hands of its own sons. 
We strongly appeal to toe noble 
Lebanese people to return to 
their senses and to be compas- 
sionate to itself, to its country, its 
sons and daughters and to suc- 
ceeding generations. 

As catastrophies continue to 
affli ct our nation in all its pro- 
vinces, what has befallen sisterly 
Sudan in consequence of toe dis- 
astrous drought impels us to ex- 
tend our hand of consolation and 


assistance and also to appeal to 
toe sisterly Arab states which are 
capable of doing so to heed toe 
call of duty and to offer such 
assistance as would enable it to 
develop its. economy and to im- 
prove toe standard of living of its 
people and to ensure that toe 
tragedy of Sudan shall not recur.

While we place all our trust in 
the Almighty God in all we plan 
and do, we consider our people 
toe principal cornerstone which 
enables us to shoulder our duties 
and responsibilities. Our gracious 
and generous people, who have 
built toe wonderful edifice of 
modern Jordan throughout toe 
length and breadth of our sacred 
Jordanian homeland, deserve to 
receive from us toe maximum 
degree of assistance and services 
winch we can provide. 

Inspired by this recognition 
and in order to continue our 
development and progress to 
ever-higher elevations, my Gov- 
eminent has taken wise and well- 
planned steps and measures for 
the utilisation of land and re- 
sources for toe benefit of toe 
citizen and to ensure bis welfare, 
support and sufficiency. 

Honourable members of the

Honourable members of the 
Chamber of Deputies, 

During toe last session of your 
august Assembly, my Govern- 
ment continued its planning to 
formulate a new and comprehen- 
sive vision of toe needs of our 
Jordanian society and its 
accelerating future development, 
by speedy and confident steps, to 
catch up with toe societies which 
bad preceded us on toe path of 
progress, learning and knowledge 
as we stand on toe threshold of 
toe closing years of the twentieth 
century. Concomitant with this 
futuristic approach is a resurrec- 
tion and a deeper and sounder 
understanding of our immortal 
spiritual values and moves and a 
resuscitation of toe treasures of 
our Arab and Islamic cultural 
legacy which had served as a 
beacon of enlightenment over 
many ages past before our nation 
suffered a relapse, torpor, lethar- 
gy, ignorance, weakness and divi- 
sions. Our response to toe chal- 
lenges of contemporary civilisa- 
tion encompasses every walk of 
life, foremost of which is prepar- 
ing our human resource to be 
equipped with learning, character 
and aspirations. We regard our 
human resource as toe most pre- 
cious that we possess since it 
constitutes toe pivotal ingredient 
which gives to our society the 
strength, cohesion and toe pro- 
ductive and creative work which 
it stands to gain. Suffice it here to 
state with deep satisfaction that 
almost a milli on students, boys 
and girls have enrolled in toe 
various schools and institutes of 
learning in this academic year. 
This figure represents 35 per cent 
of toe total population. My Gov- 
ernment is continuing with 
utmost diligence its programme 
of building modern school pre- 
mises, equipped with toe most 
modem facilities and equipment, 
including an expansion in the 
introduction of scientific labor- 
atories, computers, and vocation- 
al training so that these applied 
skills become an integral part in 
preparing toe student to face the 
requirements of toe modem 
world in winch he lives. 

Compulsory education has be- 
come available to all people in 
.the school age; and toe Ministry 
of Education is planning to make 
it nationwide by the year 1990. 
The Jordanian society, which has 
made similar large strides in toe 
national campaign to eliminate 


illiteracy, will receive the year 
2000 having achieved the total 
elimination of illiteracy which 
constitutes a major impediment 
to development. 

We also wish to record with 
deep satisfaction that 55 per cent 
of all students in the higher 
education age have also enrolled 
in various universities and insti- 
tutes of education both at home 
and abroad. It is one of toe 
highest per capita higher educa- 
tion enrolment in toe world, in- 
cluding the advanced countries. 

The Ministry of Higher Educa- 
tion has begun its baric objective 
in reorienting and reorganising 
toe higher education curricula 
with a view to achieving a qualita- 
tive change in our programmes cf 
higher education and in a manner 
that it would meet the needs, 
aspirations and toe objectives of 
our present and future needs in 
toe contemporary world. 

You are well aware that toe 
graduation of tens of thousands 
of university students needs to be 
accompanied by building up a 
sufficiency in toe absortive capac- 
ity through our development 
plans, taking into account a more 
adequate system in toe allocation 
of our manpower resources. This 
is an objective to which my Gov- 
ernment accords its utmost atten- 
tion. Its success hinges on toe 
cooperation and dose coordina- 
tion between the Government 
and toe various segments in toe 
private sector. 

Honourable members of the

Honourable members of the 
Chamber of Deputies, 

In the field of economic and 
social planning, my Government, 
with toe participation of the local 
institutions, leadership and toe 
private sector is presently en- 
gaged in preparing toe third five- 
year plan 1986-1990. We realise 
that planning is a continuing pro- 
cess which, while envisaging long- 
range goals, prepares successive 
five-year intermediate plans. At 
this juncture where drawbacks, 
relapses and contractions have 
occurred in toe rate of growth of 
our national income, in consequ- 
ence of financial and economic 
difficulties which have afflicted 
toe world, including our Arab 
region which used to provide our 
national economy and our de- 
fence needs strongly and gener- 
ously, and which had peaked in 
toe early eighties, my Govern- 
ment is exerting its utmost effort 
to rectify the course and to bring 
about structural changes, as well 
as to adjust to toe local, regional 
and international changes, with 
courage aud realism. The aim is 
to reactivate the economic found- 
ation, in particular toe produc- 
tion sector, in the hope of making 
progress towards self-sufficiency, 
to guard against external changes 
and to gradually transform our 
society from an affluent consum- 
er society to one of production 
and productivity. 

In the industrial sector, my 
Government is pursuing steady 
and firm steps to support the 
manufacturing of the commod- 
ities that we need, and to afford it 
protection against external dump- 
ing, provided that those indus- 
tries which receive protection 
maintain world standards or as 
close to them as possible as re- 
gards quality, sufficiency of sup- 
plies and diversity of products. 
This includes semi-manufacturing 
and processing at this stage in our 
economic development. The 
utmost efforts are also being 
made to encourage the establish- 
ment of joint Arab projects, in 
implementation of toe objectives 
of toe Arab common market, 
Arab economic unity and integra- 
tion. 

My Government has enacted a 
number of laws and regulations to 
provide incentives to local inves- 
tors in feasible projects. It is also

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developing the necessary skilled 
manpower to shoulder the re- 
sponsibilities of development and 
industrialisation. 

It is a source of pride that while 
my Government is carrying out 
this ambitious and purposeful 
programme, it is doing so within 
the constraints of a tight and 
disciplined financial and fiscal 
policy to the point of strict auster- 
ity in public spending. This is 
necessitated by the exceptional 
circumstances through which we 
are passing and 'which have 
prompted us not to resort to easy 
, alternatives which had devastated 
the economies of many countries 
in the developing world. Inflation 
has been kept at lowest levels 
while the Jordanian dinar has 
maintained its value vis-a-vis the 
various other world currencies. In 
addition, new external loans for 
development purposes have been 
confined within the strictest limits 
and most urgent needs. 

In as much as economic and' 
social development needs sur- 
veillance and follow-up, my Gov-’ 
eminent is in the process of estab- 
lishing a comprehensive data base 
whether in gathering information 
on the natural resources, water, 
minerals and manpower through- 
out the Kingdom or in a follow- 
up of economic and social indica- 
tors at tire level of regions and 
segments of economic activity.

My Government is determined 
to achieve the optimum level of 
food self-sufficiency, which is one 
of our foremost priorities. Reg- 
ulations and arrangements have 
b-'jn made to enable potential 
investors, whether individuals or 
companies to utilise unused miri 
(state) lands in the southern and 
the eastern parts of the country 
where the availability of abun- 
dant underground water has been 
proved. In addition, we intend to 
store the abundant rainfall which 
is presently wasted in growing 
wheat and other cereals and, 
also, fodder to make possible a 
substantial increase in livestock 
production. This programme wCQ 
enable us to surmount the vag- 
rancy of changing dimate and the 
paucity of rain in years of 
drought, and we will not remain 
as in the past under the mercy of 
forces beyond our control. My 
Government will intensify its 
efforts in the fields of social ser- 
vices and infrastructure in all 
regions without exception in 
order to encourage migration 
from dties to bedouin and rural 


Since good roads constitute the 
main artery which Knks villages 
with towns and the areas of agri- 
cultural and industrial production 
to the areas of marketing and 
exports, my Government has 
attached great importance to the 
completion and modernisation of 
the road network whose total 
length presently exceeds 7,000 
kilometres. 

My Government is working to 
extend this network by an addi- 
tional 1,200 kilometres and to 
improve its quality to serve the 
needs of internal as well as exter- 
nal transportation and to ensure 
greater safety on the roads. 

My Government had from the 
outset striven to reactivate the 
refrigerated trucking sector which 
had been sluggish and in reces- 
sion. It has also striven to in- 
crease the volume of goods pas- 
sing via Aqaba to provide addi- 
tional work for the fleet of re- 
frigerated trucks. Presently, the 
volume of goods imported via 
Aqaba amounts to eight million 
tons — an increase of 30 per cent 
over the volume in 1984. The 
goods exported via Aqaba are 
estimated at eight million tons — 
an increase of 13 per cent over 
last year. The railway capacity 
has also been expanded. For sea 
transportation specialized docks 
have been built as well as two 
new platforms to serve the in- 
creasing passenger needs. Pre- 
sently, a new specialised dock for 
handling petroleum products is 
under construction. * 

My Government is devoting 
special attention to air transport 
of passengers and goods through 
the on-going expansion of Atia, 
the Royal Jordanian Airline, so 
that this national corporation 
shall continue to serve as Jordan’s 
successful roving ambassador, 
carrying the Jordanian Flag to all 
parts of the world. A center for a 
sophisticated radar traffic control 
system has been completed to 
cover and guide the air passage- 
ways. 

Tourism is one of the main 
sources of our national income. 
Id recognition of this fact, my 
Government has revised the 
plans on the tourist sector, with 
the aim of achieving a greater 
expansion in the field of tourism 
whether internal, regional or in- 
ternational. 

The revised plan includes the 
encouragement of the private sec- 
tor to make greater investments 
and the granting of all the neces- 
sary facilities and guarantees. 
Work has already begun for 



building three tourist villages dur- 
ing the coming yean in the 
Ajloun mountain ranges, die Bal- 
qa hills and in the Jordan Valley. 
The plan also includes the estab- 
lishment of public parks and play- 
grounds and tourist facilities in 
various parts of the Kingdom. 

The plan also includes the de- 
velopment of desert tourist cen- 
ters and activation of those 
already present.

Energy is the backbone of all 
fields of development and a com- 
fortable social life. It is with great 
happiness that I can inform your 
august Assembly that electric 
power this year anil be available 
to 93 per cent of the Kingdom as 
a whole and 100 percent in dties. 
Work continues in the construc- 
tion of the thermal electric power 
station in Aqaba, which is one of 
the main stations for electric gen- 
eration in tiie Kingdom. The sta- 
tion will be operational by the 
end of 1986. 

Intensive work is being carried 
out in drilling ten wells in the 
Hamza oil field. It is our hope 
that we may be able to utilize this 
ofl field after ascertaining its 
feasibility next year. My Govern- 
ment will also augment this drill- 
ing effort by inviting international 
companies to participate in the 
drilling operations throughout 
the Kingdom. 

The Government has already 
initiated talks with a number of 
these international corporations 
to speed up the work and to 
intensify the exploration and 
drilling operations. My Govem- 


The communications revolu- 
tion has become a symbol of this 
age and means to deal with it. In 
recognition of this feet, my Gov- 
ernment has devoted consider- 
able and incessant attention to 
the development of wire and 
wireless communications and also 
communications by mea ns of the 
Arabsat and the Inteisat. 

It has also linked the coaxial 
cable with the microwave net- 
work between the ground station 
which receives the satellite com- 
munications at Baq’a and the new 
communications center at A1 
Abdaly. There is also the joint 
regional microwave system which 
links Amman, the Arab Republic 
of Egypt and Baghdad between 
Aqaba and Nuweibe'. Forth-, 
ennore, work is being diligently 
carried out in installing the mod- 
ern electronic digital system and 
also the new central digital Am- 
man electronic centre which has a 
capacity of 33,000 numbers and a 
subsidiary centre at A1 Abdaly, as 
well as central electronic ex- 
changes at Zarqa, Madaba. Irbid 
and Jerash with eleven additional 
electronic exchanges with an ini- 
tial capacity to handle 49,000 
numbers by the' end of this year. 
The project includes automobile 
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telephones and fixed wireless 
telephones required for early 
war ning by the Directorate of 
Civil Defence. 

'Hie Jordanian ground station, 
operating in conjunction with 1 
Arabsat. has already been put 
into service with a view to linking 
it with all the sisterly Arab states 
which have completed the in- 
stallation of their ground receiv-. 
ing stations. Similarly, work is 
under way for the Arab regional 
coaxial project which would serve 
Jordan, Syria and Saudi Arabia,, 
supplemented by a microwave 
subsidiary system to serve the 
southern parts of the country, 
including a special project to im- 
prove television reception for all 
the towns and villages in the 
south of the Kingdom. 

Work will be initiated on a

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e traffic crisis in perspective: A call for a firm enforcement of the law

INSEETE of the many admirable 
achievements on various levels by 
the iiafScrauiborities over die past 
seven years, foe current traffic sit- 
uation in Jordan stiQ looks pretty 
dismal in some important ways. 
Due, one does detect in the rem- 
arks of traffic officials to the mass 
med& usually after a tragic acc- 
ident, a serious concern over the 
deteriorating traffic condition and 
over the rapid increase m road acc- 
idents. Such concern. I am sure, 
reflects an ongoing, tho ugh see- 

mmgiy invisible, commitment to 
battle the causes of road det- 
erioration and accidents. 

. Bat at the same time, one feels 
that we are no longer making dear 
progress towards finding a sat- 
isfactory solution to the problem. 
Moreover, efforts to solve the tra- 
ffic crisis appear to be con- 
centrated mostly on somewhat 
indirect, and consequently less 
effective, measures. 

To stare my argument more dir- 
ectly. 1 think that in order to bring 
the traffic crisis under control, we 
need to tackle not ail. bat only the 
most urgent and crucial aspect of 
the problem, namely motorist irr- 
esponsibility and failure to heed* 
traffic laws. This issue may be add- 
ressed most directly and eff- 
ectively through strict enf- 
orcement of traffic laws and reg- 
ulations. 

Seven years ago, when I wrote a 
number of feature stories for the 
Jordan Times on the then rapidly 
worsening traffic control, sit- 
uation. the picture was different 
and in some ways more hopeful. I 
found in my interviews with traffic 
officials and people concerned by 
the issue a strong senseof the urg- 


ency and tragic nature of the tra- 
ffic crisis and a serious and ent- 
husiastic commitment to imp- 
lement short-term measures as 
well as bag-term projects to end 
the crisis. 

Traffic officials then, as now. 

' expressed great dissatisfaction 
over the dangerous state of Jor- 
danian roads. Accompanying this 
dissatisfaction was a noticeable 
determination to bring the crisis 
under control. Such det- 
ermination was reflected in the dil- 
igent.' coordinated efforts of the 
Public Security Directorate 
(PSD), the Traffic Department 
(TD). the Traffic Engineering 
Department at the Municipality of 
Amman (TED), the Royal Aut- 
omobile Gub (RAC), the Jor- 
danian Society for the Prevention 
erf Road Accidents (JSPRA). the 
Minis try of Public Works, and 
-even the Royal Scientific Society 
and the Minis try of Education. 

The first tangible outcome of 
the joint meetings held by those 
parties was a scientific study of the 
causes of road accidents. Some of 
the major causes highlighted then 
' were the paralysing traffic con- 
gestion. the roads’ poor physical 
condition, inadequate training of 
privets, and ignorance of and ind- 
ifference to traffic laws. 

A number of measures were 
subsequently taken to deal with 
these individual causes. The TED. 
for example, shouldered the res- 
ponsibility of easing the traffic 
congestion by recommending the 
opening of new roads and the 
altering of narrow two-way streets 
into one-way roads. It also called 
for installing permanent road 
signs. The TD obtained more 
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Young people ofless than 20 years of age, mosdy cfafldren, ac<»untfbr more than 70 per cent of pedestrian traffic victims 



radar vehicles and mobilised for- 
ces to monitor as many roads as 
possible in an attempt to detect 
and control traffic violations. The 
JSPRA was carrying out the task 
of educating Jbrdanian citizens by 
bolding se minar s on traffic laws, 
distributing posters, and co- 
sponsoring radio and TV traffic 
programmes. And the RAC was 
planning to establish “the Middle 
East's first comprehensive driver 
training centre.’' which would 
serve as a model for other training 
schools. 

Today the country has und- 
oubtedly benefitted from these 
efforts. In the four years I have 
been away from the country, much 
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Improper, donble parking or parking mi 1ms stops are largely responsible for traffic congestion

Shultz’s two-day stay in Moscow. 

Mr. Reagan has tried to emp- 
hasise bilateral issues other than 
arms control in recent public sta- 
tements — notably, regional con- 
flicts involving Soviet or Soviet- 
supported troops or advisers. 

But the focus on arms control 
among America’s allies and the 
public was intensified on Friday 
when U.S. negotiators began pre- 
senting new arms control pro- 
posals to their Soviet counterparts 
in Geneva. 

Mr. Reagan said in a statement 
on Thursday the new proposals 
built on a plan unveiled by Mr. 
Gorbachev in Paris oa Oct 4 as 
well as an American offer on the 
table since July 1983. 

Palestine Liberation Org- 
anisation (PLO) Chairman Yasser, 
A rafat said on Saturday the Soviet 
leadership has decided to place 
the Palestinian issue in the agenda 
for the Gorbachev- Reagan sum- 
mit. 

In a press conference on Thu- 
rsday, Mr. Shultz said “the best 
way to go in die Middle East is... 
direct negotiations" between the 
Arabs and Israel. 

Thai, he added, is what the Uni- 
ted States has beed xiying to bring 


about. 

\lr. Shultz was answering- jou- 
rnalists’ questions at the .State 
Department. 

The secretaiy was asked if he 
thought the Soviet Union might 
take pan in an international con- 
ference on Middle East peace.

Ji Mr. Secretary, in view of the 
events of recent weeks, do you still 
see die PLO. ultimately, as being a 
viable partner in that process? 

A: The PLO has been involved, 
in recent weeks, as in the past, in 
acts of terror and violence. 2 don't 
see how those who are per- 
petrating terror and violence aga- 
inst one of the parties deserves a 
place at a peace table. So. those 
who are ready to sit down with 
Israel and try to work out peace, 
those who accept Resolutions 242 
and 338, and those who are prep- 
ared to stop the so-called “armed- 
struggle" deserve a place at the 
peace table — whatever their label 
may be — and those who aren’t 
‘willing to do that don’t deserve a 
place, in my opinion. 


has changed for the better. For 
example, the physical condition of 
the roads has improved a great 
deal. The impressive new hig- 
hways. tunnels, bridges and sma- 
ller roads linking the various parts 
of the Kingdom and the rapidly 
expanding suburbs of the capital 
make it a lot more convenient and 
safer to travel. 

Additionally, most of the roads 
have permanent signs indicating 
the street names, the direction, 
and the speed limit — as well as 
other important regulations. Sev- 
eral narrow roads have now wisely 
been changed to one-way ave- 
nues. As a result traffic con- 
gestion, especially in Amman, has 
eased remarkably. 

Communication between traffic 
police and drivers seems to be fun- 
ctioning a lot more smoothly than 
before. And the drivers’ training 
process appears to have imm- 
ensely improved. Furthermore, 
the spread of traffic education 
through the media, though still 
below the required level, has inc- 
reased 

But inspite -of all of these pos- 
itive developments, the traffic sit- 
uation has not improved; on the 
contrary, it continues to worsen. 
The number of accidents occ- 
urring daily in the counfiy is sho- 
ckms. To have 150 or even 100 
•weekly traffic accidents, some of 
which are horrifying, in a small 
country like Jordan is una- 
cceptable. And it is even less tol- 
erable when one knows the cause 
of die majority of these accidents. 

The official- analysis of road acc-: 
idents attributes most accidents to 
the driver’s carelessness and his 
ignorance or disregard of traffic

laws. In my opinion, accidents are 
due more to indifference than to 
ignorance. The Jordanian driver’s 
uncompromising attitude and his 
bad driving habits contribute gre- 
atly to almost all traffic violations 
ana accidents. 

It is not just accidents that 
worry the respoasibfle citizen, but 
also the chaotic traffic atmosphere 
— one bordering on a state of 
complete anarchy. Driving a car 
in Jordan nowadays is neither ple- 
asant oor safe: if driving is not lit- 
erally fatal, it is at nest psy- 
chological torture. The roads are 
full of rude, irresponsible, suicidal 
maniacs who break traffic rules 
left and right and even seem to be 
both proud of breaking the law 
and to enjoy torturing other dri- 
vers. 

But to see traffic chaos at its 
worst, one must travel a route lin- 
king the capital with a major city. 
The Amman-Jerash-Irbid road/ 
for example, which I have the mis- 
fortune of using twice a week, is 
almost a death trap. Accidents on 
this route are not only frequent 
but often, fatal. What contributes 
to making this route especially 
dangerous is without doubt the 
lack of a strong police presence. It' 
is true that one sees a radar vehicle 
once in awhile, but the problem is 
that road surveillance is very spo- 
radic and that speed traps are loc- 
ated in very predictable plaoes. 

Twopoints need to be stressed 
here. First, there is no doubt that 
many of our road users are ign- 
orant of traffic laws. No one den- 
ies this, and to a certain extent the 
drivers are not to blame. Driver 
testing in Jordan is a mere for- 
mality. grossly inadequate for the 


task of assuring that motorists are 
thoroughly f amili ar with “the rules 
of the road.” 

Consequently, ignorance, may 
bpjised as an excuse for breaking 
the law. People may deliberately 
break the law and claim to be ign- 
orant of it. It is important, the- 
refore. to treat ignorance in itself 
as a serious violation. 

Secondly, our drivers are (and I 
am putting this mildly) del- 
iberately rude and careless. One 
does not need to read Hisham 
Sharabi’s sociological study of the 
modem Arab societies to know 
that our citizens do not hesitate to 
break norms and violate laws the 
minute they fee! “unwatched." 

While this description of the tra- 
ffic crisis in Jordan may seem to 
trace the o mimes of a hopeless 


and insoluble situation, this is not 
my intent. I simply want to emp- 
hasise the severity of the crisis and 
foe importance of focusing efforts 
on its most critical underlying cau- 
ses. Towards this end. I wish to 
make several recommendations. 

As part of the commendable 
and continuing programme of 
opening new roads and improving 
the condition of existing routes, it 
is urgently necessary to clearly div- 
ide the various lanes of traffic, as 
well as the rqad and sidewalk, by 
means of yellow and white lines, 
lilts will help to organise and reg- 
ulate the flow of traffic, par- 
ticularly at night, when the roads 
may be poorly lit. 

With regard to driver ign-‘ 
orance. educational television 
programmes and JSPRA courses 
for schoolchildren are an excellent 
beginning and an integral part of 
any long-term solution. But the 
magnitude of the problem req- 
uires formalised and ins- 
titutionalised countermeasures 
above and beyond the efforts of 
these voluntary organisations. 
The PSD should produce and 
make available a standard, com- 
prehensive booklet which clearly 
explains, in detail, all traffic rules 
and regulations. Furthermore, the 
written licence exam should be 
revised to ensure that a passing 
soore reflects mastery of this hoo- 
klet.I also think that all road users 
in Jordan. — motorcyclists, bic- 
yclists. and even pedestrians — 
should be responsible to know the 
contents of the manual. 

A special effort needs to be 
made to ensure that visiting Jor- 
danians from the Gulf states, par- 
ticularly during the summer, are 
provided copies of the booklet. 
Car aocidents increase noticeably 
during the summer, at least partly 
due to the large number of these 
visitors, many of whom seem to 


take special pleasure in ignoring, 
traffic laws. 

Finally, the TD must strictly: 
enforce Jordan's traffic safety 
laws. The production and dis- 
tribution of foe booklet described 
above, combined with improved 
driver testing, will eliminate ign-! 
orance as an excuse for traffic vio- 
lations. But h is not enough to- 
ensure that drivers know the tra- 
ffic rules; they must be forced to 
adhere to them. And how can we. 
make sure that people obey the 
rules? Simply, and unavoidably, 
by placing all the roads in the Kin- 
gdom under constant surveillance 
and by punishing all violators. 

And it is important here to tic-! 
ket violators of all traffic rules, not 
just — as the case is today — of 
some of them. It is true that ina- 
ppropriate passing, high speed.! 
and reckless driving are three of 
foe roost dangerous violations, bur 
they are by no means the onty- 
imporrant ones. Traffic police- 
should feel equally concerned and: 
upset when some one commits a 
seeminlgy less harmful and inn- 
ocent violation. A stop-sign vio- 
lation is ultimately as serious a 
crime as a speed-limit violation. 
We therefore should be equally 
firm in punishing both violations, 
for if one is made to respect a 
siop-sign regulation, he will no, 
doubt team to respect a speed- 
limit rule. 

It is the TD’s responsibility, 
then, to see to it that road users 
■develop the habit of not just rea- 
ding all road signs, but also res- 
pecting them: so that if they do not 
do this out of an authentic sense of 
commitment and true citizenship, 
then they will at least do so out of 
fear of punishment. And the only 
way to achieve this, which is the 
only way to ultimately improve 
the traffic situation, is to put more 
cops on the road.

Fayez reelected House speaker

won a majority of foe total dep- 
uties present although he was 
competing with two other can- 
didates. The others were deputies 
Abdul Wahab A1 Majali and 
Riyad AlMifleh. The second ses- 
sion's elections were cited by obs- 
ervers as the emergence of a 
strong opposition against Mr. 
Fayez . But he was the only con- 
tender and won the position with a 
majority of 47 votes out of the 5 1 
deputies present, with four abs- 
tentions. 

The observers say that while 
past abstain ees showed their stand 
with blank ballots. Saturday s bal- 
lots contained phrases such as “I 
do not support.” “I am not con- 
vinced,” “I do not trust.” and “I 
withhold.” 

Observers, citing the 25 per 
cent abstention on Saturday, exp- 
ect that ami-Fayez deputies will 
form major blocks ana wQl nom- 
inate candidates for the post for 
the next ordinaiy session. Some 
observers were also astonished to 
find the opposition not having 
tried to nominate a candidate for 
this year’s elections. 

According to the observers, 
opponents of Mr. Fayez could be 


categorised into two groups. The 
first group is made up of “act- 
ivists” who secured their seats in 
the 1984 March elections oa Rel- 
igious platforms. The second 
group is made up of those who are 
constantly “offended" by and 
“dissatisfied” with Mr. Fayez 
since they claim that he should be 
more outspoken in his pre- 
sentations of various subjects 
handled by Parliament and that he 
should show more support for 
deputies' demands and criticism of 
some of the government policies. 

Leith Shbeilat. who cam- 
paigned on a religious platform 
last March and who is considered 
to be one of the most outspokeh 
critics of some government pol- 
icies, says that “the opposition will 
be forced to he more active" next 
year. 

Talking to the Jordan Times 
after the election of Mr. Fayez. 
Mr. Shbeilat said he was ready to 
nominate himself if the balloting 
was carried out in an “open” 
manner. 

“I am sure that I will secure a lot 
of votes since my supporters are 
numerous." he said. Mr. Shbeilat 
promised that next year’s cam- 
paign will be “very much dif- 


ferent” from the previous three 
elections since “we will field can- 
didates against Mr. Fayez." 

Deputy Ati Abu Erizz said he 
was dissatisfied with the reelection 
of Mr. Fayez. “But next year. I 
assure you that there will be can- 
didates other than Mr. Fayez.” 
Mr. Abu El'izz. said. 

After the formal announcement 
of the speaker’s election. Mr. Shr- 
aidah vacated the speaker's diair 
and Mr. Fayez occupied U and wie- 
lded the speaker's bell. 

The first gesture of the ree- 
lected speaker was to thank the 
deputies who voted in favour for 
or against him. 

“I deeply thank you for the ren- 
ewed trust you have given me 
today and I hope you will be sat- 
isfied whenever I call for order or 
in upholding the Constitution.” 

At the end of the House' first 
session. Prime Minister Zaid A I 
Rifai. who was following the ele- 
ction process enthusiastically, 
congratulated Mr. Fayez on his 
reelection and expressed hope for 
a successful third ordinaiy session. 

Mr. Rifai also pledged the gov- 
ernment’s support for "con- 
structive cooperation between the' 
legislative and executive powers in 


harmony with our constitutional 
march." 

The House also observed a 
minute of silence in foe memory of 
the late Senator Abdul Mune’em 
AI Rifai and deputies Abdel 
Raouf A I Faris and Issa Akel. 

Mr. Kheir also read out three 
Royal Decrees .which called for. 
Parliament's recess in September, 
postponed the opening of Par- 
liament's third ordinary session 
from Oct. 1 to Nov. 2 and ann- 
ouncing the convening of Par- 
liament's third ordinaiy session on 
Nov. 2.

At the top. officials earning over 15.500 naira ($16,706) a. year- 
would lose ) 5 per cent, with other cuts oh a sliding scale down to two 
per cent for junior staff. . 

Armed forces pay was also cut this week by amounts ranging from 
25 per cent for privates to 20 per cent for generals. 

The pay reductions are. to last until the end of J 936. when an 
“economic emergency” declared by the new president. GeneraT-Ibr- 
ahira Babangida. expires. - 

President Babangida. who took power in a coup at the end of 
August, has -promised tough measures to counter Nigeria's bur- 
densome foreign debt, dwindling oil revenues, slumping industrial 
output, high inflation and unemployment.

MANAMA, Bahrain (AP) —Bahrain has weathered 
the slowdown in oil revenues better than most Golf 
countries, but the slump is now arriving and tho- 
usands of foreign . workers are leaving — or being 
forced to leave. 


British bankers complain that 
the government is making it inc- 
reasingly difficult to get or renew 
work permits for expatriate emp- 
loyees. Hundreds of Indian and 
other Asian labourers — including 
1,400 who work for the city, or 
Manama — have been told to 
choose between a pay cut or a tic- 
ket home. 

Hotel managers say they are 
under pressure to make room on 
their staffs for native Bahrainis.- 
-Sheikh - Khalifa Khalfan, the 
director of labour, acknowledges 
that the government’s “hire Bah- 
raini” policy wilt dislocate many of 
the 50.000 expatriates in Bah- 
rain's workforce of 130.000. 

“This is our country, and we 
'have a duty to take care of our own 
people-first,” Sheikh Khalfan said 
in an interview. 

- While the world oil glut and fel- 
ling revenues have forced oil- 
producing countries such as Saudi 
Arabia and Kuwait to cut foreign 
workers since 1982. Bahrain has 
been slower to feel the pinch. 


This is because, ironically. Bah- 
rain had diversified its economy 
after its own oil income began to 
wane years earlier. 

Bahrain in 1932 was the first 
Gulf nation to discover oik With 
. its small reserves fast running out. 
oil production of about 40,000 

barrels per day does not allow for 
export. 

The foreigners, who initially 

arrived to help with the oil. inc- 
reased in number as Bahrain evo- 
lved into the region's financial and 
service centre. 

Today. Americans. Japanese 
and Europeans work in Manama's 
modem highrise office buildings 
alongside Bahrainis; who still fav- 
our their traditional white robes, 
known as thobes, and white hea-r 
ddresses. 

Bahrain's more than 70 off- 
shore b anks help finance the reg- 
ion’s development projects. It is - 
the home of Gulf Airways and- is 
building ' the regionally funded 
Gulf University. Its industries inc- 
lude ship repair, aluminium sme- 


lting and petrochemicals. 

But because roost Bahrain bus- 
iness is tied at least indirectly to 
the oil states, the slump felt aro- 
und the Gulf is making itself felt 
here. 

Mr. Henry Azzam. a 
Lebanese-bom economist wor- 
king here, predicts that Bahrain's 
$4.5 billion economy wfll show lit- 
tle or no growth for 1985. a sharp 
contrast to the 1 970s when gross 
domestic product expanded at 10- 
per oent or more a year. 

“■'The days of explosive growth 
are over.” he said! “Bahrain is 
adjusting to new realities.” 

These realities include other 
factors that may speed the exit of 
foreign workers. 

Government figures indicate' 
that half of Bah rain’ s 300.000 nat- 
ionals are under the age of 25 and 
that Some 4,000 of than are ent- 
ering the workforce every year. 

Women, too. are expected to ' 
move into the labour force in gre- 
ater numbers. They currently 
make up only J 0 per cent of native 
workers. 

“Keeping Bahrainis working 
also win be important to political 
stability here." said a British dip- 
lomat who insisted on anonymity. 

' More than 60 per cent of Bah- 
rain's population is Shrite Muslim 


while the ruling AI Khalifa family 
and roost Bahraini leaders are of - 
the Sunni Muslim sect.

Oil markets discount Oteib a 3 s remarks 


NEW YORK |R) — Spot oi) pri- 
ces remained unchanged in the 
United States Friday, as’ the mar- 
ket dismissed remarks by die Uni- 
ted A rab Emirates ( UA E) oil min : 
ister indicating that OPEC had 
abandoned iis policy of price con- 
trols. 

Dealers said spot prices for U.S. 
crude oil were stable and markets 
were generally quiet. 

North Sea Brent crude prices, 
jpfticb. eased .about five cents in - 
Europe Friday morning, rose back, 
to ihe $28.60-65 a barrel level as 
the New York market opened' 
with little change from the pre- 
vious day. 

“I don't view the statement as 
terribly significant.” said Mr. Wil- 
liam Randol. senior petroleum 
analyst at Hist Boston Cotp in 
reference to the comment by 
UAE Oil Minister Mana Said 
Al-Oteiba. 

In an Abu Dhabi television int- 
erview. Dr. CMeiba said each 
member of the Organisation of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries 
(OPEC) was now free to set its 


own oil prices. 

Most analysts agreed that, if 
true, this would have been a major 
development. However. Ind- 
onesian Oil Minister Subroio. who 
is also OPEC chairman, insisted 
there had been no officia [ change 
in OPEC pricing policies. 

Industry sources said they 
would have-had to treat the matter 
more seriously if the remarks had 
come from Saudi Arabia or Kuw- 

Oneoil industry source said Dr. 
Oteiba had a tendency to ove- 
rdramatise. 

“Because the statement was 
made by Oteiba, it may not mean 
anything. But given the facts of life 
in the Middle East this could mean 
something." said the official, who 
asked not to be identified. 

‘•The only thing that is certain is 
that Oteiba cannot speak for 
OPEC,” the official added. 

Mr. Randol spoke for many 
analysts when he said OPEC pro- 
duction curbs were more imp- 
ortant than its pricing policy.

Mr. Richard Baskin of -Dean 
Witter Reynolds said the markets 
were able to discount Dr. Oieiba's

Meanwhfle. Nigerian Oil Min- 
ister Tam David- West said Friday 
night OPEC had not changed its 
oO price and production policies. 

“Our Vienna communique was 
dear. The status quo “remains, 
both on prices and production cei- 
lings." he told Reuters. There had 
been no change in policy since the 


communique was issued. 

OPECTs 13 members are bound- 
by the group’s rulebook to respect 
its official selling prices and oil - 
production quotas as a.- means of 
maintaining ^oil- prices, although' 
most have been accused Qfbre-' 
airing those rules at various times. ; 

Dr. David- West said he found it. 
hard to believe that Dr. Oteiba 
had made such a statement and 
said the UAE minister might have 
been misquoted or quoted out of 
context.

U.S., EC avert steel war, but other crises remain 


WASHINGTON (R) -The Uni- 
ted States and the European 
Community (EC) have- nar- 
rowly averted a bruising war over 
steel but other issues, including 
pasta, citrus, wine and the Eur- 
opean Airbus are still clouding 
trade relations. 

Negotiators in Brussels worked 
day and night against a U.S. dea- 
dline and threat of retaliation to 
reach a new pact Friday limiting 
steel exports to the United States. 

Washington had demanded the 
agreement to help protect its steel 
makers, hurt by cheap and sub- 


sidised foreign imports. 

But other UJS. industries also 
claim they are being hit by Eur- 
opean trade policies, and new dis- 
putes could flare up. like clashes 
over citrus and pasta that broke 
out just hours before agreement 
was reached on steel. 

Washington’s efforts to protect 
its producers and open foreign 
markets to U.S. goods are part of 
President Reagan's programme to 
force down the American trade 
deficit, expected to hit $1 50 bil- 
lion this year. 

The deficit, which has cost mil- 


lions of U-S. jobs and closed tho- 
usands of factories, is certain to 
become a major issue in con- 
gressional election campaigns 
next autumn. 

The pasta-citrus dispute arose 
when the Community rejected a 
demand that it open its borders to 
UJS. citrus fruit, even though it 
had done this for citrus from Med- 
iterranean countries. 

In retaliation. Washington imp- 
osed duties of up to 40 per cent on 
European pasta, chiefly from 
Italy, and in return for that the

Other trade problems include 
the subsidies Britain. France and 
West Germany pay to Airbus Ind- 
ustries to buQd airliners in com- 
petition with Boeing and Mc- 
Donnell Douglas. 

The office of the U.S. trade rep- 
resentative has estimated that the 
new A-320 Airbus has already 
cost U.S. plane makers nearly J 00 
lost sales and in coming years 
could lead to the loss of nearly 
50,000 jobs.

Cubans hold mass protest 
at U.S. mission in Havana

The jurors had assessed tes- 
timony from some 100 witnesses 
as well massive amounts of 
documentary and electronic evi- 
dence admitted during the trial. 

“After careful. consideration of 
foe evidence, and all of foe tes- 
timony, the jury is unable to reach 
a unanimous verdict on any of foe 
counts.” said the note, signed, by 
all 12 members of foe panel.

Astronauts make up lost time in orbiting laboratory 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Florida 
(AP) — Challenger’s astronauts 
enjoyed a “smorgasbord of sci- 
ence” aboard their orbiting lab- 
oratory Saturday as they pro- 
cessed metals, checked the growth 
of plants, monitored a colony fruit 
flies and drew blood from one 
another. 

Officials at foe Payload Control 
Centre in West Germany reported 
that the crew was rapidly catching 
up after losing several hours Fri- 
day repairing two furnaces used to 
melt metals and grow crystals in 
weightlessness. 

The astronauts were so busy 
working on the . ovens that they 
canceled a scheduled radio con- 
versation with West German 
Chancellor Helmut Kohl. 

•. West Germany provided most 
of die 76 experiments for the mis- 
sion and paid foe National Aer- 
onautics and.. Space Adm- 
inistration (NASA) $64 million to 


transport them into orbit in foe 
pressurised Spa cel a b workshop 
mounted - in the shuttle’s cargo 
bay. 

Among foe eightastronauts. foe 
largest space crew ever, are West 
German physicists Ernst Mes- 
serschmid and Reinhard Furrer. 
Dutch physicist Wubbo Ockels. 
foe other non-American, was ass- 
igned to foe flight by foe 12-nation 
European Space Agency (ESA), 
which provided several exp- 
eriments. 


Roundin g out foe crew are 
iCommander Henry Hartsfield. 
pilots Steve Nagel and James 
Budili and mission specialists 
Bonnie Dunbar and Guion Blu- 
ford. 

Several of foe experiments are. 
studying foe effects of zero gravity 
on melted metals and glasses ana 
the growth of crystals. West Ger- 
man scientists hope foe tests will 


lead to producing pure crystals 
and exotic alloys in space (hat 
can’t be made on earth because of 
gravity. 

The biological experiments foc- 
used on zero gravity’s effect on 
developing celts, and foe studies 
include fertilised frog eggs, one- 
celled animals, two types of insects 
and human white blood cells. Life 
science experiments are mon- 
itoring changes in organs, blood 
and fluid shifts in foe Astronauts 
themselves. 

Television pictures relayed 
from Challenger Saturday showed 
Messersdunid and Bluford at foe 
furnaces. -Messersdunid drawing 
blood from Ockels, Furrer dis- 
playing a container in which seeds 
of garden cress had started to spr- 
out and an unseen crew member 
holding up a chamber filled with 
lrvelymut flies. 

“On board we have a smo- 
rgasbord of science;” Ockels said 


before foe flight. 

Because of foe heavy work load, 
the crew is divided into two shifts 
for round-the-clock operations. 

A loud, warbling smoke alarm 
that sounded six times in a short 
period on Friday caused concern. 
But after a quick check. Com- 
mander Hartsfield reported eve- 
rything was normal aboard foe 
spacecraft 200 miles above foe 
earth. 

“We did fire checks on both 
sides of foe bouse and with no 
-apparent anomalies.’^' Hartsfield 
said. “We're not sure what’s going 
on” 

The trouble was traced to a, fau- 
Ity sensor in one of two parallel 
smoke detector circuits, and foe 
flawed circuit was disconnected.

A bomb explosion rocked cen- 
tral Johannesburg Friday hours 
after the government poured tro- 
ops and police in to stop black 
unrest from taking root. 

The bomb, which damaged an 
office block but caused no cas- 
ualties, went off despite an unp- 
recedented show of force to deter 
a repetition of black violence on 
foe previous two Fridays. Armed 
soldiers patrolled busy streets 
while cars entering the city were 
searched. 

The. ruling National Party on 
Wednesday suffered major ele- 
ctoral defeats at foe bands of white 
extremists and the relentless black 
anti-apartheid agitation was one 
of the factors flamed. 


3 Britons to set 
off on South Pole 
walk 

LONDON (AP) — Three British 
explorers were to leave on an 
1,4 12 kilometre walk to the South 
Pole as they fry to retrace the foo- 
tsteps of Britain’s famed Antarctic 
Voyager, Captain Robert Scon. 
The trio saidf they would leave 
their base camp at Cape Evans in 
Antarctica on foe same date foal 
Scott and his team set out 74 years 
ago. Expedition leader Robert 
Swan. 28. Roger Mear. 35. and 
Gareth Wood. 33. have spent 
three years researching and pla- 
nning foe trip, which involves 
more than 50 expedition members 
and volunteers. The team, tra- 
velling on skis and hauling their 
supplies on sleds, expect to com- 
plete foe journey in about 75 days, 
.averaging a little more than 16 
kilometres a day. to arrive at the 
South Pole m mid-January. 


Woman kills 2 
at shopping centre 

PHILADELPHIA (R) — A 
woman fired a rifle at “anybody 
and everybody” at a suburban 
shopping mall, killing two people 
and wounding eight, authorities 
said “Huny up and kill me. You 
know I'm guilty. I've committed 
terrible acts. You should have kil- 
led me cm foe spot.” Sylvia See- 
grist, 25. declared when arraigned 
tor murder. She shot dead a two- 
year-old boy and a 64 -year-old 
man. The man's wife, seeing him 
shot, suffered a heart attack. Two 
children and two teenagers were 
among foe injured. “Sytyia finally 
ran amok.” Seegrist's minister. 
Allen Hughes, told Reuters. He 
said she had been treated in men- 
tal hospitals 12 times in the last 10 
years, most recently for trying to 
strangle her mother last year. Pol- 
ice Chief George Hill of Spr- 
ingfield township, where the inc- 
ident occurred, said : “She opened 
fire on anybody and everybody in 
her path ” He said Seegrist parked 
her car and then began shooting at 
people who were using an aut- 
omatic teller machine outside foe 
shopping centre, hitting two of 
them. HOI said foe then entered 
the mall and continued firing her 
.22-calibre semi-automatic rifle at 
random, hitting eight more. 

Brynner leaves bulk 
of estate to widow

Brynner, who died aged 65 on 
Oct. 10. left foe bulk of his estate 
to his widow, Kathy Lee Brynner. 
m his wflL The 15-page will, made 
last July 1 . was offered for probate 
in Manhattan surrogate court, 
where foe estate was listed at 
“more than $500,000.” In add- 
ition to an apartment near foe 
United Nations in Manhattan and 
the lifetime use of a borne in Cam- 
bremer, France, the widow was 
bequeathed jewellery, artworks, 
furniture and about 90 per cent of 
the estate. A daughter. Lark Lip- 
pert of Berlin. Germany, was left 
$25,000 .and another daughter 
Victoria Brynner of Vaud. Swi- 
tzerland. was left $50,000 outright 
and foe income for life from a 
$100,000 trust fund. To his son 
Rock Btynner, of Pawling. New 
York, Brynner left $50,000 out- 
right and his interest in the Hard 
Rock Cafe businesses in New 
York and London. T\vo other 
'daughters. Mia and Melody, rec- 
eived foe lifetime interest from a 
trust fund made up of about 10 per 
cent of the estate. 

Warning label 
to alert parents 
to ‘explicit lyrics 9 

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
recording industry agreed to place 
warning labels or print foe words 
to- songs on album covers to aid 
parents who want to know if then- 
children are buying and licrp.ning 
to music containing explicit ref- 
erences to drugs, sex or violence. 
Prominent parents abandoned a 
drive for guidelines and a rating 
system and agreed to an arr- 
angement including a label war- 
ning: “explicit lyrics parental 
. adviso ry.* Under foe agreement, 
recording companies in foe Uni- 
ted States could print the words of 
wngs on foe album jacket instead 
of using foe advisoiy. Because 
there is no space for printed tyrics 
, on a cassette, a statement “see LP 
for tyrics’ T 'will be a substitute that 
can be used by companies fairing 
this option. Singers with contracts ' 
giving them authority to dictate 
the design of album covers will be 
free to ignore foe agreement. Ann 
Kahn, national president of foe 
Parent-Teacher Association, said 
her 5,6-miUioa-memtrcr group 
wjll campaign to alert .patents to 
foe mea nin g of the cassette labels. 
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
